at. a turn of the switch. Where there is no 
fitted basin it ig still possible to so arrahge 
that an electric geyser of a portable nature 
can be used on the washstand. Failing a 
geyser, the newest types of electric kettles 
and- jugs produce poil ing water in a very 
short time.  ' 

An implement of gs utility is the electric 

curling tongs, which can be attached fo a 
wall plug, or lamp socket, and will produce 
“ Marcel " waves with a minimum of te 
and without the disadvantage of the tongs 
becoming black and ‘sooty, as is the case 
when other means of heating are used. No 
time is thus lost in cleaning the tongs. 

An electric comb is one of the latest 
accessories, It has a wonderfully tonic effect 
on the hair, and is es pone scl useful for dry- 
ing purposes after a . Another dry- 
ing implement of Bo pre vaine at hair-washing 
time is the electric dryer, which keeps a 
strong current of air passing through the 
hair, and thus dries it without any trouble 
of rubbing. 

An electric hair hrush can also now be 
obtained, fitted with an independent battery, 
so that no attachment is necessary. © The 
current is generated as the brush is used, and 
it is thus possible to have a daily electrical 
hair treatment at home at very little cost. 

Electric manicure sets aro yet another 
innovation which makes it possible to add

Most comforting. and health-giving is electri- 
cal vibro-massage, which nowadays can be 
carried out in one’s own room by means of a 
portable machine. Vibro-massage is not only 
a splendid method of promoting hair growth, 
but can be used with advantage to fill out 
‘salt cellars” and other undesirable hollows, 
and to strengthen any muscular weaknesses or 
soothe nervous pains. 

Since the electric lady's maid must, above 
all, be prepared to keep clothes spick and 
span, an electric iron is, of course, in- 
dispensable. It is advisable to have two irons 
in use—a larger and heavier one for pressing 
coats and skirts, etc., and quite a small one 
for dainty work. A small pointed iron is 
particularly useful for manipulating gathers 
and frills. In connection with pressing and 
renovating one of the new folding ironing 
tables is very useful, as it can be folded flat 
and put away on a shelf when not in use. 

As a bed comfort the electric warming pad 
is a great boon, for not only can it be used 
in tbe place of a hot water bottle, but is 
most efficient as a poultice or compress in 
eases of lumbago, etc. The dry, even heat 
ia, of course, retained as long as ‘the cord is 
connected with the current, so that there 
are no ‘cooling eff ” troubles when con- 
tinuoas heat is desirable. The electric heat- 
ing pad can furthermore be employed equally 
well as a foot warmer when its owner is 
sitting in a chair, and it is very light and | 
portable. 

Neither is there any need to wander to the 
kitchen in search of a hot drink. The electric 
immersion heater is placed in the liquid to be 
heated, and in a very few seconds that liquid 
is bubbling hot.

This mixture a either be set in small 
paper souffié cases, or m one large china 
case; im either case, yim a piece of 
Joolscap paper round egch to come one 
and a half inches abovd the china one. 

Put the yolks of eggs into a basin, with 
the sugar, the grated rinds and strained 
juice of the oranges, Whisk them well, 
then place the basin over a saucepan of 
hot water on the fire, and continue whisk- 
ing till the mixture is a thick froth and 
quite het, but not boiling. 

Strain it into a basin and let it get 
nearly cold. Dissolve the gelatine in the 
water, and whisk the cream til tt will 
just hang on the whisk, and beat the 
whites to a very stiff froth. 

Stir the cream into the yollss , then add 
the whites very lightly, and lastly strain 
in the gelatine, Keep stirring the mix- 
ture very gently till it ia just beginning 
to set, then pour it quickly imto the 
soufté cases. 

Leave till quite cold, then remove tie 
paper bands, either damping them wiih 
hot water or drawing them back from the 
mixture with a knife. Decorate prettily 
with whipped cream and sippets of 
oranges.

About a fortnight after he got married, 
and from the beginning his wife got cross at 
intervals, The petitioner at times suffered 
from delusions, her story was coloured, and 
there was no cruelty by the si ag we af 
such a kind as would justify the jury in 
arriving at a conclusion unfavourable to him. 

RESPONDENT'S STORY. 

The respondent was then examined by Mr. 
Leonard, K.C., and said that about a year 
after his marriage the trouble arose owing 
to his wite ‘throwing other people's wives 
at him.” She struck him with a tongs and 
shovel so often that he could not tell the 
number of times. She also ‘‘ pegged ” a cup 
of hot tea across the teble at him. Asked 
what work his wife did, he replied: ‘* No 
work, and she would cook only an odd time.” 
At other times he and the men used to do 
the cooking, He never refused her medical 
attendance. 

When his wife and her sister returned with 
the horse after visiting on one occasion, they 
seemed to he in bad humour, and were 
gathering up tongs and _ brushes, He 
“hooked it with his ed Willie and went 
to the hay.

THE COMMITTEE STAGE. 


The Senate resumed its sitting at three 
o clock yesterday afternoon—Lord Glenavy, 
Chairman, presiding. 

President Cosgrave mentioned that he and 
the Attorney-General were going to London 
to attend the Boundary Conference.

STENOGRAPHERS.

6d, a day, as compared with 
2s. asked by Mr. Bevin’s committee, has 
endeavoured to enrol in its membership the 
dockers who broke away from the Transport 
Union during the unofficial strike last 
summer. 

Its Secretary, Mr. J. B. Ruark, stated. to- 
day that, if their claim was rejected they would 
consider the question of acting jointly with 
the other unions. 

120,000 MEN INVOLVED, 

Some misapprehension as to the number of 
men directly involved in the dispute has been 
caused by the publication of the full mem- 
bership of the anions, which are actin 
together. These are the Transport Workers 
Union, the . National Union of General 
Workers, the Nationa] Amalgamated Union 
of General Labourets,-and the Amalgamated 
Society. of Enginemen, Motormen, and 
Electricians, ¢ 

Their aggregate membership is just over a 
million, but it is scattered over many in- 
dustries. The namber employed at the docks 
is round about 120,000, and the majority of 
these are in the Transport Union. 

The increase of -2s. a day is demanded on 
several grounds. It is contended that the 
shipping slump is over, and that the com- 
panies are now making increased profits 
beeause of the reductivun in dockers’ wages. 
The increase to 12s, at the large ports and 
Ils. at the smaller ports would atill leave 
the men with 4s, a day less than the 16s 
awarded as a reasonable wage by Lord Shaw a 
Court in 1920. 

THE COS! OF LIVING. 

Acceptance of the claim, it is pointed out, 
would only restore the conditions in 1922, 
when the cost of living was 75 per cent. above 
the pre-war standard as compared with the 
present 77 per cent. When the last reduction 
took effect the index figure stood at 69.

WONDERS OF LUXOR 
TOMB. 


BEAUTIFUL GOLD AND SILVER 


STICKS, 


VALLEY OF THE KINGS, 
W ednesday. 

Work was resumed in the tomb at an early 
hour to-day, and the dismantling. of the 
shrines is proceeding as quickly as conditions 
permit. 

This afternoon a wonderful collection of 
beautiful things was revealed to us and to the 
representatives of the arch®ological: world 
now at Luxor, when Mr. Howard Carter un- 
wrapped the bundle of sticks, staves, bows, 
as well as the gold and silver. sticks, al] oí 
which, as reported at the time, were found 
within the first shrine. It will be remem- 
bered that only the tops of the gold and 
silver sticks were then partly exposed, though 
that was suflicient to indicate that they were 
unusual wopks of art, To-day’s unwrapping 
took some time, as the sticks were tightly 
bound in flakes. 

The ‘sticks proved to be heavy gold and 
silver tubing, and when freed from “their 
wrappings the workmanship of the statues 
standing on them appeared to be more strik- 
ing than ever. The bodies and faces are 
beautifully moulded, the skirt, belt, and 
head-dress, with the royal ureus exquisitely 
chased, and when the gold stick was washed 
in warm water its beauty was, indeed, re- 
markable. 

Seen sidexby side, the gold stick is cer- 
.tainly far better work than the silver. stick, 
the feet and hands being of finer finish and 
the features more refined. This is probably due 
to difference in the working of the metals; 
but both are very charming examples of the 
18th dynasty metalworkers’ craft, and are 
clearly the production of a master-hand The 
attitude, which is delightfully graceful, is the 
same as that of the statue of the King as a 
youth, and these sticks are undoubtedly as 
previously suggested, prototypes of our gold 
and silver sticks. 

Next, the bundle, of which the covering was 
of the texture of gossamer, was undone. The 
first object withdrawn was a stick with a 
gold-mounted ferrule. It was a quite ordinary 
reed, and the ornamentation seemed surpris- 
ing, but we found it bore the inscription: 
“ A reed which His Majesty cut with his own 
hand," which was sufficient explanation. Next 
came « bow, finely ornamented, with barks 
probably foreign to Egypt, and with hand- 
some gold decoration at either end, and in the 
centre. Most elegantly shaped, it was yn- 
doubtedly a child’s, and had evidently never 
been used. This was followed by two large 
plain bows, tied together, made of fine wood, 
and similar in shape; a long stick, with bark 
ornamentation, worked into the most ez- 
quisite designs, with elaborate gold decora- 
tion between, and a large bow with handsome 
scroll-work, believed to be electrum. 

Then there was a short delay, as the next 
object was most fragile: It was an ebony 
stick, inlaid with ivory and gold, parte of 
which had to be picked out of thé linen 
wrapping. It had a bent handle, with a 
hunting scene in fine pokerwork and the 
King’s cartouche at the top, while the gold 
ferrule had figures of two captives engraved 
on it. The ivory and ebony criss-cross 
pattern of the decoration was very fine and 
elaborate, and the stick, when repaired, will 
be a beautiful object. After that came a 
large stick, in shape similar to the preceding 
stick. It was of ebony, with an ivory ferrule, 
the handle inlaid with a scale pattern of 
different-coloured heetles’ elytra, which were 
embellished with tiny flecks of gold. Down 
the centre were the King’s protocols, and 
the ferrule had two captives, beautifully 
engraved, while the handle bore a cartouche 
“ Neb Kheperu Ra.” k 
;. There was another stick,. efen finer than 
the last, with red, blue, and green beetles’ 
elytra, ornamental barks, and a silver 
ferrule and handle, and yet another royal 
stave of supér-imposed leather-work, most 
of which has, unfortunately, perished. . 

Lastly came the most interesting object— 
a gold wand, closely wrapped in a. fine 
fabric, which had become so thin. that when 
loosened it was like wood shavings. The 
wand had a superb lapis lazuli glass top, 
and a silver ferrule, while down the centre 
it had the inscription:—‘‘ Take for thyself 
the wand of gold, in order that thou mayest 
follow thy noble beloved father, Amon, most 
beloved of Gods—-Gods of Neb, Kheperu, 
Ra, Tutankamen.”’ 
closed the series of what is one of the most 
remarkable collections of Royal appurtenances

MR. MACDONALD’S LETTER 
TO M. POINCARE.

LONDON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has written a pri- 
vate letter to M. Poincaré, pointing out that 
he has found serious differences existing be 
tween Great Britain and France, . which he 
hopes may soon be satisfactorily settled. 

The letter ig quite short, occupying only one 
sheet of paper, It is written in the most 
friendly spirit, and is meant to serve simply 
as-an expression of goodwill and the desire for 
reconcliation. The general question-of policy 
is not touched upon, but it is clear that a 
letter of this kind provides a method of ap- 
proach to fuller discussion. 

Mr. Macdonald is undoubtedly anxious ‘to 
bring to an end one of the most unsatisf 
periods of Franco-British relations. 
succession of ema]! differences, often accom- 
panied by spiteful criticisms, has produced an 
atmosphere in which it would be difficult to 
bring forward that generous scheme of Euro- 
pean settlement. 

M. Poincaré has replied to this letter in 
what are believed to sympathetic terms, 
and it is expected that his answer will ‘be 
handed to Mr. Macdonald by the French Am- 
bassador, the Count De Saint Aulaire, at the 
Foreign Office to-morrow. .

In a leading article; The Times observes :— 
Since the advent of the Labour Party to 
power. an appreciable recovery. has occurred 
in securities. That fact seems to have taken 
many noe by surprise; but its explanation 
is really a simple one, and its significance 
very slight, indeed. The general election, 
and some speeches subsequently made by 
party leaders, had encouraged the so-called 
‘‘bears’’ in the City to sell stocks which they 
did ‘not possess, in the hope that they would 
be able to buy them later at lower prices, 
and secure the difference as profit. The 
*bears”’ are always active at such a time, 
and the volume of selling for this and other 
reasons had been so heavy that, when: Mr. 
Baldwin’s Government was defeated on Mon- 
day of last week, the market found itself in 
what is known as an oversold condition. 
Jobbers, in other words, were exceedingly 
short of stock. As soon as it became certain 
that Mr. Macdonald would form a Cabinet 
the ‘‘bears’’ began the process of making 
sure of their profits. But stock was now 
difficult to obtain, and prices proved very 
sensitive, especially when confronted with 
those genuine orders for investment that are 
of daily occurrence at any time. . 

The speeches of the leading bankers last 
week assisted the recovery. These experts 
know better than anyone else how much in- 
jury was done to British credit by the 
mischievous talk about inflation last autumn— 
a discussion which, unfortunately, still. per- 
sists in some quarters. @ nervousness 
which it. produced abroad was accentuated 
later by doubts as to what a British Labour 
Government might or might not do. In fact, 
the fall in the gold value of the £ sterling 
to its present. figare, while partly due to the 
rise in sterling commodity prices, is chiefly 
the outcome of sales of sterling by foreigners 
we purchases of dollars. The flight from 
the. £ on the. part of nervous. British in- 
vestofs has by common consent been on a 
very small scale, but there is always a very 
large accumulation of foreign balances in 
London, and the £ is naturally sensitive to 
any temporary diminution of confidence 
abroad. Let us hope that the events of the 
past few weeks have done something to in- 
struct the public about the meaning of British 
credit and the danger of doing anything to 
damage. it. )

DUBLIN BUSINESS MEN’S 
VIEWS.

Mr. James Shanks, J.P., who presided at 
the annual meeting of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday, said that the organisa- 
tion of the Association of Chambers of the 
Irish Free State initiated by the Council bad 
been completed, and was now in active opera- 
tion.. The effort made under the auspices 
of the Council by the “ Business Men’s Fass: 
mittee ” to secure representation for business 
interests in the Dail at the last general elec- 
tion was generously supported in the Chamber, 
with highly successful results. Interviews 
with heads of Government Departments were 
numerous, and some of them took a consulta- 
tive form, especially those concerned with 
railway re-organisation schemes and the Post 
Oftice Department. 

The Irish railway managers were inter- 
viewed on the important question of curtailed 
hours for reception of goods in the yards. 
The London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company were seen in regard to the mid- 
day boat service, and they heard our views 
as to the need for improvement at Kinzs- 
town in the treatment of travellers by the 
mail service. Liverpool sugar refiners have 
been giving an unfair preference in prices 
to Beliast buyers, to the injury of Dublin 
buyers, and this has been rectified through 
the intervention of the Chamber. 

For the time being there is some relaxation 
in the strain caused by industrial unrest, pot 
due to any agreement having an element oi 
permanence, but rather to a temporary mutual 
evasion of the points at ixsue. It would be 
futile under present conditions to speculate 
On the possible outcome of the conflict be- 
tween Labour’and Capital. The chances of 
equitable adjustment between these forces are 
for the present governed largely by the fact 
that Labour, very completely organised, con- 
frouts an opponent who has not yet become 
fuliy awake to the urgent need for defensive 
union. 


THE RAILWAYS. 

Wivile the deputation which interviewed 
President Cosgrave on railway re-organisation 
derived the impreesion that no legislative 
proposals would be submitted before the Dail 
until the border question is settled, it appears 
from a recent speech made by the President 
that such proposals may be put for 
ward at a very eariy date. No programme 
of change in the railway system will be 
acceptable which fails to give reasonable 
security for yadical reform of railway ad- 
ministration, davelopment of the service on 
up-to-date lines, and a drastic reduction in 
rates, both for goods and passenger trafic 
That reduction is long overdue, as proved bv 
the action, taken a considerable time age, of 
the English railway companies and the Great 
Northern Company of Ireland 

“ Unification, which the Government seems 
to favour, wou!d mean stagnation, a shutting 
of the door against ail reasovalle complaints | 
or representations from railway users \ 
grouping which would increase and maintain 
healthy competition is the urgent need, and 
if the big Engiiah companies who are already 
interested financially in some of our railways 
can be counted upon to supply the resources 
needed to put life into the Irish ratlway 
system they shou!d be encouraged and facilt- 
tated instead of being thwarted. No con- 
siderations other. than the economic require- 
tents of the country should be allowed to 
operate in an issue of such importance. 


POST OFFICE DEFECTS. 
‘Improvement. in Post Office administration 


in any of its departments does net keep pact 


cctations, and its defects, coupled 
with high. postal rates. are, perhaps, the me! 
serious. blot in Free State management. 
question which sooner or later must be con 
sidered is whether reductions of expenditure 
are not. carried too far, and cost the country 
indirectiv, in the. loss of efficiency. more than 
is gained by the so-called economies. Business 
men know what a handicap dear postage and 
irregular and defective service mean in trade, 
and ‘they know something of the curtailment 
of Post Office revenue which it must involve, 
The policy which fails to maintain a great 
national service in a full state of efficiency in 
order to effect: an appearance of economy in 
expenditure is gravely open to question. 
“One of the worst defects of the 
graphic service is the position of the distri 
huting office. From Amiens street messengers 
have to push their way through several con- 
gested thoroughfares to reach the centre of 
the city, a fruitful cause of delay in deliveries. 
A week's revenue of the joint services would 
pay for the installation of an up-to-date te! 
phone equipment in Dublin, which would 
make an end of the recurring interruptions 
and waste of subscribers’ time and patience. 
The appliances and methods obsolete else 
where are not good enough for Dublin. 


FISCAL POLICY. 

“The acceptance by the Government of 
Mr. Milroy'’s fiscal motion indicates that tho 
Government has an open mibd, and that there 
is no danger of hasty or ill-considered legisla- 
tien. lt .would be helpfui if answers to 
certain questions were elicited. What is the 
national aim in regard to Free State develop 
ment? What do the people of the Free State 
wish. or intend ‘to make of the Free State? 
Are they content to maintain the measure of 
prosperity which they derive from agriculture, 
and the comfortable living which it affords 
to a limited population of three millions en 
gaged largely in the export of their surplus 
products, aud in the export year by jeer, 
to find a means of livelihood elsewhere, cf 
tiicir surplus population; or have they ¢ «ay 
ambition to make of their country an indus- 
trial as well as a farming State, in order to 
provide employment for their, young pcople 
at, home, to. double or treble the vopulation, 
and finding in the variety and volume cf 
their wealth-producing capacity the title +o 
rank as a vowerful and progressive country. 

“The choice, between the two alternatives 
cannot be postponed indefinitely, and what 
ever it may be it should be the decision of 
the people as a whole, and sectional interests 
ought not be allowed to thwart it. If the 
people decide that industrial progress must 
march with agricultural progress, how are 
they. to give effect to their decision! 
L would be early to dogmatise on the neces- 
sity in existing conditions for a full-blooded 
protective tariff, to enable the Free State to 
embark on an extensive industria! effort, er 
whether a “ Safeguarding of Industries Act,” 
skilfully devised and honestly administered, 
would serve the purpose. The Free State 
would have to face, close to her own shores. 
the competition of the highly developed and 
capitalised manufacturing enterprises, of 
Great Britain, which are hungry for trade. 


BRITAIN AND FREE TRADE. 
“The example of the United States, the 
British Dominions, and all the other big 
countries, with, perhaps, two exceptions, is 
uoted in favour of protection. In the Dat] 
the other day the Minister for Agriculture 
th rom the 
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‘example of other countries is -f : 
When asked why he thought so, he replied 
that while the United States had prospered 
under protection, Great Britain had nag oe 
under free trade. 1 think that in that reply 
the Minister rather ignored history. Great 
Britain prospered under free trade because 
she had at least a fifty years start in ad- 
vance of other countries in laying the founda- 
tion and erecting the structure of her world- 
wide trade. She had then no rival in her 
home market, and the 1 tt of cheap food 
in: abundance for her industrial millions 
meant cheap production and ability to place 
her manufactures ‘in every corner of. the 

lobe. 
“ When the Americans had fully realised 
the position and made up their minds to 
alter it, they knew that for them there was 
only one way to proceed. Tariffs, increasiu 
in severity at frequent intervals, and, 
notably, the McKinley tariff of 1895, were 
imposed. The American Legislature paid no 
attention to the argument which is so much 
exploited here, that protection tariff meant 
inefficiency of industrial methods and a 
bolstering up of inferior standards of quality. 
They knew, and their manufacturers knew, 
that inferior home articles woyld hot hold 
the market against imports of superior 
quality even when the latter were handi- 
capped by import duties. To-day the United 
States is the greatest rival in the world’s 
markets of Great Britain, and England has 
become nervous because she cannot pow hold 
even her home market against her host of 
‘rivals. Irish business men are chary of full- 
blooded protection, and fear the abuses which 
micht arise from it; but they are not in 
doubt as to the necessity for such effective 
action as will enable the Free State to 
develop industrially her native talent if she 
has the courage and the wisdom to set about 
the task. 
THE JUDICIARY. 

“The Judiciary Bill is at present before 
the Senate, and, as might be expected, is 
being subjected to independent criticism of 
4 very searching nature, and to a process of 
amendment which inspires confidence that 
the bill will emerge from the Senate purged 
of certain very objectionable features which 
cause serious misgiving in the minds of 
commercial men. ae 

Mr. James Brady said that the Judiciary 
hill was of the utmost importance to the 
entire business community in this sg § 
and they would have liked to know what the 


Council thought of it. There were many 


points about the measure that could be de-} 


scribed’ as admirable, but there were others 
that required careful consideration and amend- 
ment. There was grave thought and con- 
sideration with regard to the jurisdiction 
which it was intended to confer upon Circuit 
Courts. At present they knew that there was 
creat difficulty in obtaining verdicts in 
criminal cases outside County Dublin, and, if 
there was that difficulty with regard to 
criminal matters outside Dublin, he was sure 
that the commercial community, when they 
had to sue their debtors in local venues, would 
find it very difficult, indeed, to obtain verdicts. 
He might be altogether astray with regard to 
what was being done, but he was afraid that 
the jurisdiction given to Circuit Courts was 
excessive. 

With regard to criminal matters, he did not 
see Why the accused should not be a com- 
netent, but not a compellable, witness. 
Continuing, Mr. Brady said that in the 
Dublin. Metropolitan area, which extended 
from Killiney to Howth, there were before 
the war four police magistrates. Since then 
the number had been reduced to three, but for 
many months past, in that extensive area, 
there was only one magistrate sitting on 
certain days of the week. The result was 
that the courts were packed, and owing to 
the volume of work cases had to be postponed 
from day to day and from week to week. 
This was unfair to the mercantile community. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde, representing the Irish 
Bankers’ Conference, referring to the indus- 
trial unrest, said that he hoped that in 
time each party would try to see the other 
side and approach these matters more in a 
spirit of toleration. There was something to 
be said on both sides. 

A RAILWAY SETTLEMENT. 

Railway organisation was a question on 
which nobody could agree. Whe they delved 
into it the more acute the differefices became. 
lt was quite obvious that the question could 
not be allowed to go on indefinitely. Some 
settlement must be arrived at within a reason- 
able time. The crux arose over the fact that 
some people believed in competition amongst 
the railways, while others did not. ~ Arca 
_be believed in competition. The Government 
®eemed to think that competition between 
failways was impossible. He said that 
they, as representatives of the commercial in- 
terests of the country, should know something 
about it, and it was up to them to put for- 
ward a programme which they should ask the 
Government to consider whatever they pro- 
posed should be done at once. 

: THE CUSTOMS BARRIER. 

Sir Thomas Robinson complained that non- 
dytiable goods had been subject to serious 
delays at the Customs barrier, owing to the 
refusal of the Customs authorities to accept 
the information ascertained bv the British 
Customs authorities with regard to goods ex- 
ported to the Free State as correct. This 
not only caused inconvenience, but loss of 
profit to traders, and loss of revenue to the 
Government. With regard to the Post Office, 
.he said he had found a considerable improve- 
ment, especially in the telephone service. He 
understood that a loss of a million pounds 
had been reduced to half a million, but with 
the cost of running at the present it would 
be a to expect the department to leave a 
proo . 

WEMBLEY EXHIBITION. 

Mr. David Barry expressed the view that 
the Government had committed a grave 
blunder mm deciding, without taking into its 
confidence the commercial] community of the 
vee State, not to participate in the British 
kmpire Exhibition at Wembley. When there 
was no representation on behalf of the Irish 
Free State, where practically every other 
State would be represented, people would 
draw inference that the Irish Free State had 
nothing to offer to the world’s markets. He 
also warned commercial] men, in regard to the 
railways, and the policy that the Government 
had made up their minds to adopt. The Go- 
vernment had no great claims on commercial 
knowledge; they had no experience of how 
railways or other big industrial undertakings 
should be run, and it was his opinion that a 
young Government should seek the views of 
the commercial community before making up 
their minds as to what they intended doing 
to put railways on a stable basis. 

[here were dangers ahead with regard to 
the unification of. railways. Personally, he 
would prefer nationalisation. What was 
unification under one head and one manage- 
ment but nationalisation under another name? 

PROSPECT OF NEW INDUSTRIES. 

Mr. T. Fergus Burke said that a large 
number of foreign firms were looking for sites 
and buildings in the Irish Free State, and he 
was personally aware that French firms were 
looking for places at present. That was a 
matter that should be carefully considered 
by the Council. : 

Air, MeMillan referred to the shipbuilders' 
strike of last year, and said that the ship- 
huilding industry in the Free State was up | 
avainst a higher rate of wages than it could 
afford. The difference between the Dublin 
rate of wages and that paid in Belfast vs

HOUSE SHORTAGE IN ENNI 
The demand, not only by local persons, but 
outsiders, fi houses in Enniskillen was re- 
vealed at an inquiry held yesterday into the 
second housing scheme promoted by the Urban 
Council. The Bishop of Clogher wrote that 
he could let thirty houses to-morrow to people 
anxious to come and settle down in fennis- 
killen. It was difficult to get even rooms. 
The evidence showed that a police sergeant, 
with his family, who was willing to pay a 
rent of £60 for a house, had had to live for 
two years in one room; that other policemen 
stationed in the town had their families else- 
where, The rector said that he knew of some-

In the 
administration of justice in the past—what- 
ever some people might say—every- 
body had a fair, impartial trial, and 
it was very dangerous to embark 
on an experiment of this kind, which 
might break down important divisions which 
should exist between the Executive and the 
Judiciary. : 

Mr. O'Farrell pointed out that the rules 
when made had to'lie on the table of the 
House, If at that time any member of the 
House wished to object to anything in the 
rules, who was to answer for the rule-making 
authority, if the Minister were not made re- 
sponsible?’ In view of what had been said 
regarding the importance of the rules, and in

VIOLATING THE CONSTITUTION. 


Lord Glenavy supported the amendment. 
Following the lines of his argument at the 
second stage of the bill, he urged that the 
section ‘as it stood made a substantial inroad 
on the independence of the judges, and there- 
by violated the express language of the Con- 
stitution. 

In England the position of the judges could 
be affected by an Act of Parliament. In the 
Free State not only was the independence of 
the judges guaranteed by the Constitution, 
but the judges were endowed with an extra- 
ordinary privilege—that of testing tg piece 
of “was RÍ rá that was passetl by the Dail or 
the Senate by the one test: “ Does it comply 
with the Constitution?” The Constitution 
said, in Article 69, ‘All judges. shall be 
independent in the exercise of their 
functions.” Clause 22 of the bill laid down 
how the judges were to exercise the functions 
—‘‘jn the manner prescribed by such rules 
of Court ....” The rules of Court were 
the very machinery under the bill by which 
the judges were to exercise their ie tak 
functions. How could they retain their in- 
dependence if their rules. were to be. pre- 
scribed for them by an outside authority? 

He implored the Senate to see that the 
Executive and the judges were kept wholly 
apart. The only restriction put on the judges 
by the Constitution was as to matters of 
procedure, which were to be prescribed by 
the Oireachtas—not by the Government. 

He deplored the proposal from the point 
of view of the Executive itself. Nine times 
out of ten the Minister for Home Affairs 
would be a layman, arid would have to seek 
advice in making the rules. What was to 
happen if the judges, when the rules were 
submitted to them, refused their concurrence? 
How was the machinery of the Courts to be 
carried on? The proposal to drag in the 
Executive in that unnecessary way would 
inevitably result in friction between the 
Minister and the judges, There would be a 
deadlock, and there was nothing in. the Con- 
stitution or in the bill ptoviding # remedy in 
the event,of a deadlocks,

Referring again to the possibilities of fric-

or any other party.

No 
one made any ribald observation upon the 
fact that Her Majesty was.to make rules, be- 
cause in both cases, whether the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or Her Majesty was mentioned, the 
responsibility was thrown on the Executive to 
see that the rules were made, ahd that they 
were to be made in Ireland with the concur- 
rence of the judges, and in England on the 
recommendation of the judges, 
Where, he asked, was the unprecedented 
departure?’ In England the Secretary for 
ome Affairs or the Secretary of State ad- 
vised His Majesty to make rules, and he made 
them. In. the bill they. had the plain fact 
that the Minister for Home. Affairs was to 
i make rules with the concurrence of the 
judges, It was stated that the Lord Lieu- 
tenant exercised no authority, but he under- 
Stood that in recent times the Lord Lieu 
tenant vetoed rules presented by the judges 
The making of rules was not a judicial 
function, Judges were to be independent in 
their functions, subject only to the Conatitu- 
tion and the law, The making of rules by 
the judges was introduced as a matter of 
conveninece, aa because of their contact, 
peculiar knowledge, and practical experience, 
they were asked to draw up rules which be- 
«ame law by being brought before Parliament. 
Could anyone suggest, if instead of that—and, 
as gn jposed—-they ‘introduced them ina 
bill in the Dail or in that House, that such 
” se would be a violation of the Constitu- 
oh” - - k 4. & i 
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Minister should not be introduced in a matter 
of that kind? .« 

In page 20 of the report of the Judicial 
Committee » it was stated that a num- 
ber, of matters were. to be. dealt. with 
in certain - ways and . dis of by 
‘officials, The reason was that under the old 
rules made by judges these matters. were dis~ 
posed of in court by judges, matters which 
in England were, and here-might be, rightl 
disposed of by. an official in his office, All 
these matters were largely formal, and in 
this country two or three judges sat to dis- 
pose of them at large expense to the State 
affd to litigants. i 

In the original preparation of the rules to 
be laid before Parliament, it was the duty 
of the Government to see that economy should 
be, and could be, effected. It was essential 
that the Minister responsible for the rule 
making authority should be able to. appear 
before Parliament and Le capable of being 
called on to answer if the rules made by this 
simple method did not effect economies. It 
was with greát difficulty they got an amend- 
ment passed to remove the offensive expres- 
sion “ Southern Ireland" from the forms 
used in court, but a Minister would see that 
matters of that kind would not occur, and 
would refuse to be responsible for rules in- 
eluding a matter of that kind. 

Reference had been made to a possible 
deadlock between the Minister and judges, 
but the solution to that would be a bill in 
Parliament. Parliament was asked to give 
to judges certain legislative duties, but it 
was asked to preserve a link of responsibility 
with the Government. The delegation of 
that power was purely a convenience, and 
he submitted there could be no violation by 
doing this thing. 

Lord Glenavy—Does the Attorney-General 
seriously suggest that an Act of Parliament 
could be passed giving the Executive control 
over the judiciary? 

The Attorney-General said that he had not 
suggested that. The judges were to be in- 
dependent in the exercise of their functions 
subject only to the Constitution and the law, 
He thought it a remarkable argument te say 
that, because this was legislation, therefore 
Ministers must be excludéd from contact and 
it must he left entirely for the judges. 

Sir John Keane—Subject to the control, of 
course, of the Oireachtas. 

The Attorney-General said that if the 
amendment was carried it would mean a 
procession of the judges advancing to the Bar 
of the House with the product of their 
labours. One could find nothing in the way 
of a new departure in that a popularly elected 
Minister was responsible for bringing these 
matters before Parliament. 


PRESERVE INDEPENDENCE. 

. Mr, Bagwell, supporting the amendment, 
said. that power on the part of the Executive 
to interfere with rule-making would certainly 
curtail the independence of judges. The 
more independent the judges were the more 
likely were they to get the confidence of the 
people. 

The Right Hon. A. Jameson said. that he 
was at a loss to find out why the Govern- 
ment took the line they did, and why they 
seemed so determined to control the drawing 
up of the rules of procedure. The Attorney- 
General .explained that it..was to effect 
economies. There seemed.to him two things 
which the Senate ought to bear in mind, 
One was .the great importance of the inde- 

ndence of the judges, which meant the 
liberty of the subject and the individual; 
and the second was the control of the 
Oireachtas absolutely as the last source of 
authority. 

It was essential that both Houses should 
have control, and if they adopted the pro- 

osal in the bill they removed that control. 

he bill laid the grounds for a _ direct 
squabble between the Judges and the Execu- 
tive, and to the extent that if the Executive 
secured control they would be _ interfering 
with the independence of the Judges. The 
amendment “gave both Houses direct control 
of all the rules, and that was the only con- 
trol they ought ta have in regard to Judges 
and the Judicature. 

Mr. McLoughlin said that the Executive 
ought to have some say in the making of 
rules, and he did not see why there should 
be this outcry against the Minister for Home 
Affairs. .

PUBLIC, SAFETY BILL, 


SENATE’S, AMENDMENT 
ACCEPTED. 

The House then took up the consideration of 
the Public Safety (Powers of Arrest and De- 
tention) Temporary Bill, 1923, which came 
back from the Senate with the following 
amendment, before Section ó to insert a new 
section as follows :— 

‘‘In any: case where a responsible officer 
of the military forces of Saorstat Eireann has 
reasonable ground for anticipating that it will 
be necessary to enter a dwelling-house for the 

urpose of effecting an arrest, to be made by 
him under this Act, it shall be the duty of 
such officer, wherever reasonably practicable, 
to arrange that an officer of the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police or the Garda Siochana is pre- 
sent at such entry, and the Minister for De- 
fence and the Minister for Home Affairs 
shal] make such arrangements as may be 
necessary or desirable for this purpose.” 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins said that he intended 
to ask the Dail to accept the amendment. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson objected to the words, 
‘‘ wherever reasonably practicable,’ being in 
the amendment, and moved that they be de- 
leted. 

Mr. O’Higgins explained the history 
of the amendment in the Senate. The words 
in question were suggested by one of Deputy 
Jobnson’s colleagues in the Senate, and with- 
out these words the operations of the mill- 
tary in certain districts would be extremely 
difficult. 

Mr. Mulcahy (Minister for Defence) said 
that there were areas, for example, in County 
Cork where the responsible military officer 
might decide that the situation was such that 
they could not bring a Civic Guard, a mem- 
ber of an unarmed force, with a party of 
troops who were sent out to make arrests. 
In many parts of the country the troops had 
been exceeding the law, and they could be 


made amenable, and they now wanted the pro- 


tection of the law. The Executive was 
giving the greatest possible attention to the 
necessity of bringing the military forces out of 
that situation. He pleaded for the accept- 
ance of these three words, because they pro- 
tected the military in the discharge of very 
difficult and delicate work.

Mr. O’Higgins next moved that the House 
declare that the Public Safety (Powers of 
Arrest and Detention) Temporary: bill 1s 
‘necessary for the immediate preservation of 
the public peace.” The purpose of that 
motion was, he explained, to have the bill 
brought into immediate operation. . | 

Mr. Johnson, in opposing the motion, said 
that the Minister would havé to make a case 
for the continued detention of the 1,500 men 
in custody. 


THE PRISONERS. 

The Minister of Defence said that 500 pri- 
soners had been sentenced by military courts, 
and thosé cases would be reviewed by the 
judges appointed under the Indemnity Bill. 
That left 1,049 cases of detention of the kind 
to which Deputy Johnson objected. Of that 
number there were 339 prisoners who were de- 
finitely regarded by the military authorities as 
dangerous persons, and as having been largely 
instrumental in fomenting the recent armed 
activities. 

There were 300 cases in which civil pro- 
ceedings were pending, and the evidence in 
these cases was only being got together, and 
it would take a little time longer to complete 
the collection of that evidence. 

There were 113 cases that had been re- 
ferred by the military authorities to the civil 
authorities with a view to allowing the tar 
to decide whether thev thought that the ‘pri- 
soners in those cases should be held in con- 
tinued detention. There were, in addition, 
257 cases under investigation. 

Definite figures were available regarding the 
number of persons who were organised in te 
country and were ready to arm against irc 
Government. There were also quotable 
figures regarding the number of persons wh: 
were on Full time military activity ready to 
take up arms, and figures regarding the arms 
that were dumped and ready at the disposal ot 
such persons. 

Yet, the Government were asked that those 
10,091 persons of -varying degrees ol 
erimrality should be let out in a situation 
like that. The only effect—the effect that the 
Deputy wished to avoid—of the release of 
those persons would be to weaken respect for 
the law. | 

Mr, O'Mahony (Cork) supported the atti- 
tude of the Government.

Mr. O'Higgins said that the prisoners were 
not being punished, but were being subjected 
to preventive detention. The Government

TO BELFAST JAIL, 


THEIR EARLY RELEASE 
EXPECTED,

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

This afternoon all the internees on board 
the Argenta, lying off Larne, were removed to 
Belfast. They were transferred from the vessel 
by the steam pinnace, Lull. | 

A special train was in waiting for them, and 
the Lull, having discharged its first batch of 
51 men. returned to the Argenta and took off 
the remaining 50. 

* Inthe meantime the first fifty-one men were 
placed in charge of a guard of 60 police, 
under the command of a District Inspector 
from Belfast. 1 

As soon ás the second batch arrived they 
were also entrained, and the special train left 
at 2.35 for Belfast. 

There was no demonstration at the harbour. 

The prisoners took their seats quietly in’ the 
train. In fact, the whole transfer was carried 
out almost unknown to the people in the 
Vicinity. 

The train arrived at the Midland Railway 
Station, York street, at 3.15 o'clock, 

At the arrival platform in Belfast the 
barriers were closed, in order to exclude the 
public, The internees . were taken to the 
Crumlin road Jail in five large motor lorries, 
which were accompanied by two whippet 
armoured cars and a couple of Crossley 
tenders. 

What the immediate future has in store for 
them has not been disclosed, but it is conjec- 
tured that they will shortly be released. 

Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., was not included in 
the contingent, being at present interned in 
Larne Workhouse, 

Questioned by a Press representative last 
night, Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home 
Affairs of Northern Ireland, said ‘that the re- 
moval of the imternees need not be taken as 
the forerunner of developments in the near 
future.

\MR. FREDERICK CUDDINGTON 


PILKINGTON. 


We regret to announce that Mr. Frederick 
C. Pilkington, late of Westbury, Stillorgan, 
died suddenly at the Great ‘Centra] Hotel, 
London, on Sunday last. Mr. Pilkington was 
azed about 75 years, ‘and only recently had 
sold his property at Stillorgan,. and. removed 
to London, where he resided at Westminster 
Palace Gardens. All his life he was associated 
with commercial undertakings in Ireland. He 
was noted for his uprightmess and probity, and 
was held in the highest esteem. 

Mr. Pilkington’s chief business concern was 
in connection with the great printing firm of 
Alexander Thom, of which he became in early 
life the principal proprietor. In 1887 the ctn- 
cern was floated as a public company, of which 
Mr. Pilkington’ was’ chairman and managing 
director. The company. shortly afterwards ab- 
sorbed the printing business of Messrs. Seely, 
Brvers, and Walker and of Sullivan Brothers. 

Over twenty years ago Mr. Pilkington re 
tired from the firm of Alex. Thom and Go., 
to devote himself to other activities. He was 
a director of the Bank of Ireland, a director of 
the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Company of Ireland, and also a director of. E. 
and J. Burke, Ltd. For many years’ he ~was 
an intimate friend of the late Sir John 
Nutting, head of the firm of E. and J. Burke. 
During the past. year Mr. Pilkington retired 
from his connection with the Bank of Ireland, 
and at the annual meeting of the bank on Fri- 
day last the Governor, Mr. Guinness, made re- 
ference to the bank’s loss through his resigna- 
tion. | 
In polities Mr.. Pilkington was a strong Con- 
servative; but he took comparatively little 
part in public matters. He was Deputy- 
Lieutenant of the City of Dublin .In. early. 
vears he was an enthusiastic rider to. hounds, 
and was frequently seen with the Meath 
pack. He travelled a good deal, and “was 
familiar with the greater part of the Con- 
tinent of Europe. 

Mr. Pilkington’s only son, Lieutenant 
Frederick Ernest Pilkington, of the 18th 
Hussars, was killed in action in the South 
African War, on the 6th of October, 1901. His 
daughter married Captain Charles McLachlan, 
of the 18th Hussars, and’ resides in England. 

It is understood that Mr. Pilkington will be 
buried in London.

SHERINGHAM ANONYMOUS. 


LETTERS CASE. 


After three hours’ deliberation, the jury 
trying the Sheringham anonymous letters case 
at Norfolk Assizes yesterday failed to agree 
and were discharged, the accused, “Dorothy 
Myrtle Thurburn, who pleaded not guilty 
to the remaining eight counts against her, 
being put..on bail to appear at the next 
Assizes. 

Mr. Justice Horridge, in his summing. up, 
said the real point the jury had to consider 
was whether or not they could rely upon the 
policeman who said he saw the defendant 
post’ the anonymous letters in a pillar box, 
or on the. accused, who said she néver went 
near the pillar box at all. 

On the foreman of the jury intimating that 
the. jury had carefully considered the case, 
and that there was no chance of ‘their agree- 
ing, they were directed by the judge to 
retire again, which they did, but returned 
again to ask the judge the following question: 

“ When the police constable saw Miss 'Thur- 
burn. post the alleged letter, why did: not he 
warn or detain her until the pillar was 
cleáred, as there was no corroboration\of the 
constable's statement ?’’ 

The. Judge said that it was a rather difficult 
thing to detain a woman in such circum- 
stances unless one was, prepared to take the 
risk that the letters would turn out to be not 
of the character found. The policeman might 
have got into serious trouble. 

The jury retired again, but were unable to 
reach ‘a verdict, and were accordingly dis- 
charged.

the Sun, he is not favourably placed for the 
Northern Hemisphere, in spite of his con 
siderable .angular distance from’ the Sun’s 
place. 

Venus is now conspicuous enough to attract 
the most careless eye in the hours after sun- 
set. She is, and will continue to be, for 
some months, the most brilliant object in the 
heavens, in. the absence of the Sun and Moon. 
Her phase is still gibbous, and her disc not 
very large; so as a telescopic object she 
lacks great interest for the present. To see 
her as a half-moon we must wait till the 
middle of.April. However, even now, if she 
is picked up in the twilight, as soon as

DUBLIN INFANT’S DEATH.

SMOTHERED DURING ABSENCE 


OF PARENTS. 
' An inquest was held at the Dublin Morgue 
yesterday: on the body of a fourteen days’ 
old infant. The parents, named Gargan, of 
8 Upper Gardiner street, had gone out about 
2 o'clock on Monday aftérnoon, leaving the 
child alone until they returned about 6 
o'clock, “when the child was dead. Both 
rents are 19 years of age. The child was 

rn in the Rotunda Hospital, 
e mother stated that she ‘had received 

no instruction as to the care of the baby. 

Dr. Cunningham said that it was a healthy 
infant, and death was due to asphyxia. 

The Coroner said that to leave a child of 
that age for four hours was, to say the 
least, very negligent. 

The jury, said that they wished:to return a 
verdict in accordance with the doctor’s 
evidence. 

The Coroner—Is that. all? Do you 
exonerate the parents? 

The Foreman—Yes; we do not believe there 
was any negligence or carelessness on their 
art. 

The Coroner said he could not credit that 
decision The parents vere very young, but 
they ought to have known that it was not 
right to leave a child of that age alone for 
four hours. _‘‘ I cannot alter your decision,” 
he added; ‘‘ but I do not understand how you 
came to it.” ' 

A verdict was entered exonerating the | 
parents from all blame. 


RETAILERS’ PROFITS.

JUDGE ON CAUSE OF TRADE 
DEPRESSION. 

“H retailers were only satisfied,” said 
Judge Brown in his address to the Grand 
Jury at the Cavan Quarter Sessions, '' to accept 
amaller profits they would soon have double 
or treble the turnover and need more labour 
to assist them. They would need to engage 
builders to build bigger premises, and “would 
be able to procure labour at a cheaper rate 
on account of the fall in the cost of living. 

‘There is no reason in the world why 
prices in Ireland should be about 90 per 
cent. above the 1914 prices, while in England 
the figure is about 70 only, unless it be that 
Irishmen are not enterprising and do not like 
great turnovers, but rather a small turn- 
over and a very excessive proit. 

“ However, the Executive has this matter 
in hand, and one looks to speedy relief during 
this year.” 

Judge Brown said that the six bills, mainly 
larceny charges, to go before it did not indi- 
cate any general lawlessness in County Cavan, 
which was, on the whole, very peaceful. One 
felt, in passing through Sligo, Leitrim, and 
Cavan, that pre-war conditions were at last 
revailing, and that trade of all -sorts was 
mhir: carried on in its normal way. 


INSURANCE ARREARS,

BELFASY EMPLOYERS 
ON TO PAY UP, 

Several Belfast firms have been circularised 
by the Northern Ministry of Labour relative 
to unemployment insurance, and in each in- 
stance demand has been made for payment of 
contributions outstanding in respect of em- 
ployés, whose names are set out in the official 
communication. 

Prior to the passing of the Unemployment 
Insurance Act of 1920, the provisions of the 
then existing measure applied only to occupa- 
tions such as engineering, shipbuilding, and 
the building trades. The amending Act was 
so drafted as to include all trades and occu- 
pations, other than agriculture and domestic 
service, it being laid down that all persons 
in the trades or occupations provided for in 
the Act who were over 16 years became in- 
surable. 

The majority of the demands, it is learned, 
relate to young people who have recently at- 
tained 18. Now the employers are asked to 
remit the whole of the unpaid contributions, 
there being no power to recover any portion 
of same from the employé.
